London, Nov. 24.- Instead of de- 
claring a general blockade of Greek 
ports the allies, acc >rding to a state- 
ment issued by the British forergr* 
office, have withdrawn or threatened 
to withdraw special privileges that 
Greek commerce has enjoyed sinee 
the war's outbreak.

Keep Before Hens Constsnt Supply of 
High Protein Meat Scrsp, Grit 
and Fresh Wster. 

Keep before the hens thst you are 
using for winter egg production, a con- 
stant supply of high protein meat 
■crap, complete grit, crushed oyster 
shell, and supply fresh, clean water 
abundantly and regularly, and sea to 
it that the water does not become 
froien in cold weather, as there has 
been no invention forthcom'.ng from 
our geniuses in this line of Industry 
which will provide the chicken with 
an Icepick. 

Animal food Is extremely essential 
in securing heavy winter egg yield, 
and aa a rule, this can best be sup- 
plied in the form of meat scrap, as It 
it the most economical and convenient 
form obtainable.

College of Acrlcultun O 
The production of a large egg con- 
taining a stroug embryo and plenty of 
nourishment requtrea that a hen pos- 
sess well-matured productive organs. 
It is necessary that the embryo not 
only have plenty of space within the

shell in which to grow but also be sup 

plied with an abundance of food mate- 
rials with which to make that growth. 
A pullet does not ordinarily possess 
reproductive organs sufficiently well 
developed to produce such an egg. 
Therefore a pullet does not produce 
as good hatching eggs and is not as 
desirable fur breeding purposes as is 
the yearling ben. The pullet must 
necessarily utilize some of her ener- 
gies in further growth and develop- 
ment. After attaining her full size, 
she still has to All out and mature, as 
well as strengthen her laying organs 
through use. 

Among the Mediterranean class of 
fowls, such as the Leghorn and Minor- 
cu, the males seem to develop sexually 
more rapidly than the females. Well- 
developed Mediterranean cockerels are 
therefore very often used as breeders 
when mated with yearling hens.' The 
ideal mating, however, for breeding 
purposes, is that of vigorous yearling 
cocks with well-developed yearling 
hens. 



DAMAGED WHEAT FOR FOWLS 



Large Part of Crop Unfit for Milling 
Can Be Fed to Poultry— Hold 
on to Late Pulleta. 

The frequent statement that a large 
part of the winter wheat crop will 
prove unfit for milling should be en- 
couraging to poultry-keepers aa Indi- 
cating cheaper feed this winter. The 
proportion Is put at 60.000,000 to inn, 

1 j .j l u buahals out of 600,000,000 bush- 
ela. It ia aaid that It can be fed to 
bona. It can also be fed to chickens, 
it not too musty. Caution should be 
useit on that point. "It's an ill wind 
that blows nobody good." and poultry- 
keepers should not be in baate to mar- 
ket late-batched pe'leta on the ground 
that it will cost too much to feed them 
until spring. 



High Egg Production. 
Bourn of the characteristics In 
fowls of high egg production are: 
Lata atoll and rough appearance, pale 
skunks, black ear lobes, and wide- 
spread patvta bonea. The activity of 
the fowl is a very good indication ol 
high fgg production.

PREPARE R OADS F OR WINTER 

Before Ground Freezes Smooth, Drao 
and Pack Center of Road to Pro- 
vide Needed Drainage. 

See that all drain ditches along the 
road are opened before the ground 
freezes: then smooth, drag and pack 
the center of the road, and you will 
have provided for the essential drain- 
age, without which we cannot expect 
to have good highways. All rocks 
should be picked out of the track be 
fore they freeze to the ground, harass- 
ing both man and beast when they 
pass over them during the winter 
months. Low places at bridges and 
culverts should be filled and leveled 
up to make winter travel more endur- 
able. Repair holes in bridges, to guard 
against serious accidents by some 
horse getting his foot fast— perhapr 
breaking bis leg.

To Go On Trial For Her Life 
at Elizabeth! own,

Judge J. T. Hanbery will fro to 
Eltzsbethtown today to preside at 
the trial of Mra. Mary R Graham, 
80, charged with complicity in the 
murder of Sheriff R. T. McMurry 
several months ago, Mrs. Graham's 
son, Turner Graham, who was con- 
victed of the sheriff's murder, was 
electrocuted at the Eddyville peni- 
tentiary July 31, laat. 

Young Graham was accused of a 
shooting which occurred in Eliza- 
bethtown and was trailed to his home 
in the county by a sheriff's posse. 
Mrs. Graham told the officers her 
son was not in the house. She per- 
mitted them to search the premises 
When McMurtry climbed a ladder 
leading into the attic he was shot 
down by young Graham. A few 
hours later he died of his wounds. 

According to Mra. Graham, her 
son secreted himself in the house 
without her knowledge. Much sym- 
pathy has been enlisted for her be- 
cause of her age. and the belief is 
expressed by many thatahe is telling 
the truth. Worry over tha impend- 
ing trial has made inroads on her 
health of late, it is said, and many 
think she will be unable to live 
through the rigors of a murder trial

Suit against the c:ty of Hopkinsville 
wan brought for failure to give the 
proper polLe and fire protection, hut 
it war shown that the same persons 
who burned the property had taViea 
the precaution to cripple the fir* 
fighting system of the riiy 
and corral the police epart- 
ment. Then several individual* who 
were identified as being in the raids, 
were sued by Mrs. Latham. Dr. 
Amoss and many other citizens of ad- 
jacent counties to Christian, 
named as defendants, and it < 
clusively proven at one time that the 
raiders had come from outside the 
county of Christian. 

Scores of prosperous farmers of 
that section of the state were ru ned 
financially by reason of having been 
members of the raiders, or else were 
required to leave the community, 
sacrificing their property. Finally, 
about four years ago in the suit that 
was dismissed Saturday, what was 
considered a very astute move by the 
counsel for the defendants was ef- 
fected by the payment by certain of 
the defendants of $5,000 and having 
themselves released from further li- 
ability. Gossip among th - attorneys 
was strong as to why Governor Brad- 
ley, with his great ability a n an at- 
torney had allowed himself to be 
couped in this way. 

In the meantime the two prin- 
cipal attorneys, Governor-Senator 
Bradley and Mr. Miller died, and 
then a short time ago cam" the ieath 
of Dr. Amoss. chief of the defend- 
ants, and the life of the case seemed to 
wane. While the action was dismiss- 
ed without prejudice, thus leaving 
the plaintiff the privilege of again 
suing on the old grounds, i is not 
believed there will ever be an at- 
teptfd revival of the causes of ac- 
tion.

valued traditions while giving sane 
tlon to tbe established use of roads 
that have been traversed a century or 
more, says Baltimore American. There 
Is a Btrong movement the country 
over for the honoring of the old roads 
and trails. This is manifest In the 
movement that contemplates a memo- 
rial highway to Abraham Lincoln. The 
Old National Turnpike has clustering 
about it traditions of history that 
have been transformed Into literary 
lore under tbe magic pens of essay' 
lets and poets. In the far West agi- 
tation for the preservation of the old 
trails Is gaining in strength, and tbe 
Old Oregon, and the Old Whiskey and 
other historic trails that date back to 
times immemorial will doubtless be 
preserved as far as possible and, 
where obliterated by the path of prog- 
ress, will be marked. Thus the trails 
followed by the red men from Canada 
even down to Central America will In 
time be made matters of record and 
reverence. 

While sentimental and practical 
considerations may not always be em- 
braced in the conclusions of the good 
roads commission, yet these should 
be and doubtless are considered to- 
gether In so far as tbe commission has 
enlightenment and understands the 
sentiment of the communities af- 
fected. But the main proposition is 
that the people of Maryland are a unit 
for the continuance of the good roads 
movement. Baltimore baa been great- 
ly advantaged by the construction of 
paved streets from the country line, 
over roads that enter the city. It 
has deep Interest in the prosecution 
of the good roads work for the bene- 
fit of the agrlcnitural communities of 
the entire state. The traffic and trans- 
portation (advantages are immense, 
while the state is thereby elevated In 
the view of the coantry at large. Let 
the good roads work so on.

In order t» render maud- 
mum service, atate highway depart- 
ments should be given some measure 
of control over the construction and 
maintenance of local roads.

$160,00ff.»00 is expended annually, with 
comparatively little reswfr. to show fn 
the form ef Improved road mileage for 
this great outlay. The state of Iowa 
has met this situation by placing alt 
the roa* work In the atate under the 
direction of the state highway de- 
partment. 

Traffl* la Increasing a* rapidly as to 
cause excessive wear upon the roads, 
especially In the vicinity of congested 
centers ef population. This results in 
a heavy annual maintenance coat, av- 
eraging in the large eastern state* not 
less thsa $760 per mile per annum. 
Many experiments hare been made in 
the eflert to devise types of road 
which can be maintained at relatively 
low east. Thus far. aalde from tbe 
Forma of construction, the 
are depending upon the vari- 
ous forms of bltwminoua macadam,
